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Fishing for Men

“Now as he walked by the sea of Galilee, he saw Simon 
and Andrew his brother casting a net into the sea: for they 
were fishers. And Jesus said unto them, Come ye after me, 
and I will make you to become fishers of men. And straight- 
way they forsook their nets, and followed him. And when 
he had gone a little farther thence, he saw James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, who also were in the ship 
mending their nets. And straightway he called to them: and 
they left their father Zebedee in the ship with the hired 
servants, and went after him.’”’—Mark 1:16-20. 


Fishing is a sport or work of 
universal interest. No matter 
where you go around the world, 
you find the people interested in 
fishing. From the little boy with 
a bent pin, a length of twine, and 
a willow pole, to the grown man 
with expensive tackle and fine 
boat, nearly everyone likes to 
fish. 

Here in these Scriptures we find 
Jesus speaking of a strange kind 
of fishing—fishing for men. Since 


this matter of fishing for men or 
winning souls to. Christ involves 
the most basic privileges and re- 
sponsibilities of every Christian, 
we turn to it now for several les- 
sons. 


Christ Commanded Us to 
Win Souls 


Notice, first of all, that Christ 
was giving a command to Peter 
and Andrew, and then to James 
and John to “Come ye after me, 
and I will make you to become 
fishers of men” (Mark 1:17). 

The Lord Jesus had every right 
to issue such a command. Is He 
not the Son of God who created 
us and gave us life and breath? 
Remember how Jesus stated His 
authority in Matthew 28:18, before 
issuing the Great Commission, 
when He said, “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth.” 
The American Revised Version 
(1901 edition) more accurately 
makes the word “power” to be 
“authority.” In reality, Christ is 
claiming absolute authority to be 
able to tell us what to do. When 
He issued the command, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel (Mark 16:15), He 
was merely using His authority to 
initiate the biggest job in the 
world. 

By divine inspiration Paul shows

Every Man's Need of a Refuge

from the tempest; as rivers of water in a dry place, as the shadow of a 
great rock in a weary land.”—Isa. 32:2. 


I have a very precious Old Testament text tonight—I 
love the Old Testament, it is full of Christ—Isaiah 32:2: 
“And a man shall be as an hiding place from the wind, and a 
covert from the tempest; as rivers of water in a dry place,

Darkness above, despair beneath, 
Around him gloom, within him 
death. 


But we do not need to go to 
the poets to find out the torments 


as the shadow of a great rock in a weary land.” 


A good many years ago I was 
traveling on the continent visiting 
some of the art galleries of Ger- 
many, and I saw a picture in the 
new. art gallery in Munich that 
made a very deep impression on 
my mind. It represented the ap- 
proach of a storm; the thunder- 
clouds were rolling up thick and 
ominous; the trees were bending 
before- the first approach of the 
oncoming tempest. Horses ‘and 
cattle were scurrying across the 
fields in fright, and a little com- 
pany of men, women and children, 
with bowed forms, blanched faces, 
and terror depicted in every look 
and action, 
the storm in search of a hiding 
place. I do not suppose it was the 
artist’s intention, but it has al- 
ways seemed to me that this pic- 
ture was an accurate represen- 
tation of every human life. Every 
man and woman needs a hiding 
place. You say a hiding place from 
what? A hiding place from four 
things. 


I. A Hiding Place Needed 
From an Accusing 
Conscience 


First of all, every one of us 
needs a hiding place from the ac- 
cusations of our own conscience. 
Every man and woman here to- 
night has a conscience, and every 
man and woman here tonight has 
sinned against their own con- 
science. There is no torment like 
the torment of an accusing con- 
science.

Modernists and Morality 


Liberal Theology and the Moral Confusion of Our Times

(ADDRESS DELIVERED OCTOBER 25, 1956 AT THE 15TH ANNUAL CONVEN- 
TION OF THE AMERICAN COUNCIL OF CHRISTIAN CHURCHES, WATERLOO, 
IOWA.) 


We are living in a time of deep moral confusion and 
profound theological bewilderment. Men are not only living 
in sin as always, but public virtue has become corrupted, 
private virtue is in deadly peril, and the churches have no co- 
herent view of the basis of morality and the source of truth. 


The greatest danger lies, not 
simply in the corrupting power 
of widespread sin, but in the fact 
that the very foundations of truth 
and morality have been under- 


mined by secular education, theo- 
logical liberalism and the moral 
and ethical antinomianism which 
has infected both evangelical and 
liberal groups. The world is drift- 
ing, without chart or compass, for 
the “acids of modernity” have eat- 
en away its moral and spiritual 
foundations. An agnostic scholar- 
ship and a treacherous theological 
scholarship have, together, de- 
stroyed the foundations of truth 
and morality. “If the foundations 
be destroyed, what can the right- 
eous do?” (Ps, 11:3) The early 
church had secure foundations for 
both truth and morality and it was 
said that they turned the world 
upside down. The church of our 
day has forsaken these foundations 
and ‘tries in vain to turn the world 
upside down. 


The evangelical world has not 
escaped the influence of this moral 
relativism. It is hard to live in 
our kind of a world and escape

moral infection, It is hard to live in 
the intellectual climate of our 
times without taking on its here- 
sies in some measure. It is hard 
to live in a society which has lost 
its moral discernment without, at 
the same time, dimming our spirit- 
ual and moral discernment. The 
moral decadence of our times has 
penetrated deeply the nominal 
church, and even tinged the evan- 
gelical movement with uncertain- 
ty concerning morals and ethics. 
It is not at all uncommon, for 
men professing belief in the in- 
errant Word of God, to live at 
the same time according to their 
own ideas and with only their self- 
will as ethical authority. 

Let us analyze the human situa- 
tion today as best we can, and 
note how men’s faith in basic 
foundations of truth and morality 
have been undermined and almost 
destroyed. 


The gradual disappearance of 
belief in absolute truth, the un- 
dermining of authoritative moral 
standards, the substitution of a 
limited God for the absolute God, 
has changed the whole character 
and course of theology. 

Orthodox theology has always 
held that the primary attribute of 
God. is holiness; but liberalism

If I will just touch the hem 
of His garment I believe I will 
be well. Oh, this issue of blood 
these long twelve years! I’ve spent 
all my money and I am poor; have 
tried all the doctors but they have 
done me no good. Let me try Je- 
sus now.” So she came and touch- 
ed the hem of His garment, and 
in a moment she was healed! 


Sin Is Humanly Incurable 


Notice, first, that this woman 
had an incurable disease, She had 
already tried everything, and noth- 
ing else would do. 

Every sinner in the world has an 
incurable disease. We ask, “Oh, 
why can’t we stop the wars? Why 
can’t we stop the race prejudice? 
Why can’t we get over the child- 
hood of the race and stop these 
wars?” I will tell you why. The 
real truth is that what is wrong 
with the human race is humanly 
incurable, All the schools, all the 
medicine, all the psychiatrists, all 
the training, all the indoctrination 
—everything we have in civiliza- 
tion has failed. We have all tried it 
to' the bitter end. Do not tell me 
that wehave not given education a 
fair chance, and science a fair 
chance, and government a fair 
chance. These things have not fix- 
ed what is wrong with the human 
race. I will tell you what is wrong 
with us all, It can be spelled with 
three letters: S-I-N. That is why 
there is war. That is why there is 
divorce, That is why there is crime. 
It is an incurable disease that is 
bred in the bone. 


I was in Augusta, Georgia, and 
a fine Christian doctor, interested 
in soul winning, talked to me. He 
said, “The other day a little girl 
was brought to me with congenital 
syphilis. She had been afflicted 
with syphilis from her birth. Her 
eyes were matted with pus and 
her face showed the marks of the 
disease. It was a pitiful, pitiful 
case.” 

What a pitiful thing it was for 
her to be infected from birth 
for a sinful thing for which she 
was not accountable. Oh, my 
friends, in some sense every one 
of us has a taint in our blood, 
because we are sinners by nature 
before we get to be sinners by 
choice. We are an incurably guilty 
race. And this woman had an in- 
curable disease, 

A man hears me and says, “I’m 
going to do better, Brother Rice. 
I’m going to turn over a new leaf.” 
You need more than a new leaf, 
brother; you need a new heart. It 
is your heart that is bad, “The 
heart is deceitful above all things, 
and.desperately wicked: who can 
know it?” says Jeremiah 17:9. 
Somebody says, “I’m going to re- 
form.” Yes, I know. But that will 
not be enough. You need not only 
to be reformed; you need to be re- 
born. You need to be fixed up 
inside, not just outside. 

Somebody else says, “Well, I'll 
try to quit drinking so much.” 
But, my friend, what you need is 
not just to quit this or that or 
the other thing. You need Jesus 
Christ to come with the miracle 


of regeneration and make you into 
a child of God instead of a child 
of wrath and a child of Hell; 
instead of a condemned, unbeliev- 
ing sinner to make you into a saint 
of God, with your sins all forgiven 
and laid on Jesus Christ and blot- 
ted out forever. I say, you need 
to be reborn. 


Alcoholics Anonymous is good 
in its way, but it will not change 
a black heart. Every drinking 
person needs to turn to Jesus 
Christ and trust in Him, So it is 
with all the reform measures and 
all the educational measures. What 
people need is to be born again. 
This woman had an incurable di- 
sease. And, humanly speaking, sin 
is always incurable, Only by com- 
ing to Jesus Christ can the sin- 
ner be made whole and the poor, 
wicked, lost, ruined man, enslaved 
by sin, be made clean. 


She Simply Came to Jesus 


This woman came to Jesus. I 
hope you will come, too. 

I want you to notice further 
that she had tried everything. 
(Some of you have, too). But she 
simply came up behind Him and 
touched the hem of His garment. 
How little it takes to get sav- 
ed! Some people think it takes 
a lot of trying to get saved. Oh, 
it does not take a lot of trying. 
It just takes honestly settling it in 
your heart. Are you ready to re- 
pent of your sins and come to. 
Jesus? 


It is wonderful how many dif- 
ferent words the Bible uses about 
the plan of salvation. In one place 
it says, “He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life” 
(John 3:36). So it is trusting in 
Christ. 

In another place the Lord Jesus 
said, ‘God has commanded all men 
every where to repent’ (Acts 17: 
30) He said, “Except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish” (Luke 
13:3). “It is repentance one needs 
then?” you ask. Yes, it is re- 
pentance. 

In Romans 10:13 is a quotation 
of a passage from the Old Testa- 
ment, “... for whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall 
be saved.” “So it is calling on 
Christ?” you ask, Yes, you can call 
it that, 


Jesus said, “Him that cometh 
to me I will in no wise cast out”

say, ‘I'll just reach down and touch 
the hem of His coat. That is all | 
it will take. I know Jesus will do 
it. Just one touch of Jesus Christ 
is enough.’ And she touched the 
hem of His garment and was made 
whole in a minute. 

Isn't a salvation like that won- 
derful? 

Sometimes people say that we 


must come and then keep on 
mourning, crying, praying and 
begging God. This woman did not. 
The dying thief did not. The publi- 
can in the temple did not. The 
jailer in Acts, chapter 16, did not. 
Lydia did not. In the Bible when 
people wanted to be saved they 
just turned to Jesus. When they 
put their trust in Him, when they 
came to Him in their hearts, when 
they depended on Him, it was all 
settled. Wasn’t that easy? 

You remember Naaman. the 
Syrian came to the house of Eli- 
jah and said, ‘I know I have the 
leprosy but I am a high captain 
in the army. I am an important 
general.’ He said, ‘I sure thought 
Elijah would come out, clap his 
hands over the place and say. 
“Hocus-pocus, presto ehango” and 
some other strange words.’ 

Instead of that Elijah had just 
said, ‘Gehazi, go and tell him to 
dip seven times in the Jordan 
River and go on home.’ 

Naaman was angry and said. 
‘The muddy Jordan River! If he 
won't pass his hands over me and 
utter any strange incantations or 
go through any ceremonies, I'll go 
home to Damascus where I will 
have clean water to bathe in, 
cleaner than this muddy Jordan.’ 

His servant said, ‘You’d better 
try it.’ 

So he went down, dipped seven 
times and came back clean, well, 
healed! 

Listen, you needn’t think that 
anybody has to say a lot of rig- 
marole. You need not think that 


it takes church membership or 
baptism. You need not think it 
takes mourning. Of course if you 
have sinned against God, you ought 
to be ashamed. I am not surprised 
if the tears run down your face 
and your heart is penitent. But 
the heart that honestly, genuinely 
turns to Jesus Christ is saved that 
moment. 


If you have not done it, do it 
today! Oh, it is easy to be saved 
when you get to where you want 
to be saved. There is only one 
hard thing about getting saved, 
and that is wanting to. Anybody 
who wants to be saved, anybody 
who turns to Jesus Christ honestly 
in the heart, can be saved.

Here is another word: Jesus 
said, “Somebody touched me! Who 
touched me?” 

The disciples said, ‘Well, don’t 
You know, Jesus, everybody is 
plodding along here _ together.

With peo- 
ple crowding around here, every=~ 
body touches You.’ Simon Peter 
was one of them. I have a great 
deal of sympathy for. Peter. He 
always talked first and then 
thought afterward, if necessary. 
He said, ‘You know everybody is 
touching You.’ 

Jesus said, ‘Virtue is gone out 
of me. A miracle has happened.’ 
Do you think Jesus did not know 
who touched Him?

I 
have read, beginning with page 
603 through the remainder of the 
book, as you suggested and I 
agreed. Enclosed is a book I would 
like to have you read in return. 
entitled, 40 Bible-supported Rea- 
sons Why You Should Not Be a 
Seventh-Day Adventist, which-has 
about the same number of pages 
as I read in your book. If you are 
an honest Christian, you will want 
to read the other side and do what 
you requested me to do. 


The first chapter in The Great 
Controversy that I read, entitled 
“The Final Warning,” reminded 
me again of the statement in Deu- 
teronomy 18:21, 22: “And if thou 
say in thine heart, How shall we 
know the word which the Lord 
hath not spoken? When a prophet 
speaketh in the name of the Lord, 
if the thing follow not, nor come 
to pass, that is the thing which 
the Lord hath not spoken, but the 
prophet hath spoken it presumpt- 
uously: thou shalt not be afraid 
of him.” 


The whole gist of these words 
written by Mrs, White nearly one 
hundred years ago, was that Sab- 
bath observance would be restrict- 
ed by civil government more and 
more, while laws would be passed 
forcing the people to worship on 
Sunday. When she wrote those 
words there was a trend in the 
“blue laws” of our land restricting 
work and business on the Lord’s 
day, Sunday. However, the exact 
opposite of what she predicted is 
becoming more and more preval- 
ent with the passing of each year 
in the twentieth century. The old 
“blue laws’”’ have been repealed in 
the majority of the cities and 
states, Sunday has become less 
and less of a “holy day” and has 
become more and more a “holi- 
day!” I suggest that you read this 
chapter, “The Final Warning,” 
over again and realize how far 
from the point Mrs. White prophe- 
sied. According to the Scripture, 
here is amazing proof that she 
has not written the Word of the 
Lord, but has prophesied falsely. 
The present trend is the opposite 
of what she prophesied, and it ap- 
pears to be more and more so with 
each passing day. 


On page 605 of this chapter she 
states that worshiping on Sun- 
day is the “mark of the Beast,” 
but where is that mark received 
by those who worship on Sunday? 
Revelation 13:16, 17 clearly states 
that this mark is received “in 
their right hand, or in their fore- 
heads” and that no one is able 


to buy or sell, “save he that had 
the mark.” What is the mark on 
the hand or the forehead of those 
who worship on Sunday? And how 
does it hinder people from buying 
and selling unless they have the 
“mark of the Beast” stamped on 
their right hand or forehead? I am 
afraid Mrs. White and the Sev- 
enth-Day Adventists are guilty of 
writing things into the Bible which 
the Bible does not say! Repeated- 
ly she referred to the coming of 
the Lord as something about to 
take place, yet she wrote nearly 
one hundred years ago and Christ 
has not come. On page 640 she 
says, ““The voice of God is heard 
from heaven, declaring the day 
and hour of Jesus’ coming, and de- 
livering the everlasting covenant 
to His people.” 


But how contrary this is to what 
Jesus said in Mark 13:32, “But 
of that day and that hour knoweth 
no man, no, not the angels which 
are in heaven, neither the Son, but 
the Father.”’ No one can know the 
day nor the hour or even the sea- 
son when Jesus is to return. Ac- 
cording to the Saviour, Mrs. White 
and all others who think they 
have inside information about the 
coming are false prophets, 

On page 609 Mrs. White de- 
scribes the terrible trials she says 
those who believe in a Saturday 
Sabbath for this dispensation will 
go through, then likens the same 
trials to Wycliffe, Huss, Luther, 
Tyndale, Baxter, and Wesley. Yet 
none of these heroes of the cross 
taught a Saturday Sabbath bind- 
ing upon the New Testament fol- 
lowers. To use them in her argu- 
ment is literary dishonesty. 


Speaking of the fact that Mrs. 
White and the others think they 
know when Christ is about to re- 
turn reminds me of the Millerites 
and their ascension robes back in 
1843 and 1844. I was born and 
raised in the area where they 
made their ascension robes and 
climbed on top of the haystacks 
and barns and awaited the coming 
of the Lord. Adventists now deny 
that, but I was raised in that 
country and my uncle told me how 
his own daddy had seen them and 
described them. They were mis- 
taken about His coming in 1843, 
and again in 1844, and they are 
mistaken now about thinking they 
have some inside information. 

As an illustration of what I 
mean when I say Mrs. White said 
what she did about the Sabbath 
laws, on page 607 she wrote, “As 
the movement for Sunday enforce- 
ment becomes more bold and de- 
cided, the law will be invoked 


A few days ago a letter came to 
my desk, and I opened it.

against commandment keepers.” 
Again I say, the exact opposite of 
this has been decidedly true with 
the passing ef the years since she 
wrote it. According to Deuteron- 
omy 18 she is a false prophet and 
clearly proven as such by the 
failure of her prophecies. 


On page 623 she speaks of our 

eat High Priest as “making the 
atonement for us’ now, yet Jesus 
said in John 19:30 about the a- 
tonement, “It is finished.” Read 
carefully Hebrews 10:10-14 and 
you will see that the offering and 
the atonement is a settled, finished 
matter, when Jesus Christ “sat 
down” (verse 12) as one whose job 
is finished, It is the most absurd 
statement possible for one who 
claims to believe the Bible to talk 
about Jesus still working at the 
atonement, 


On page 626, Mrs. White con- 
tradicts her earlier teaching that 
salvation is by faithfulness to God, 
keeping His commandments, hold- 
ing on, and other such references 
contrary to the Bible plan of sal- 
vation set forth in Ephesians 2:8 
and 9, John 3:16, Romans 10:13, 
and a host of other Scriptures. 
When talking about “His people” 
she says, “Did He forget Lot when 
the fire came down from heaven to 
consume the cities of the plain?” 
How does Mrs. White figure that 
Lot was one of God’s children in 
the light of what she _ teaches 
about salvation? He got drunk 
with wine, he committed incest 
with his own daughters, he sold 
out to sin and Satan on every 
hand, and not one really good 
thing could be said about him in 
the light of Genesis 19. What a 
wicked man he was! Yet Mrs. 
White lists him with Noah, Joseph, 
Elijah, Jeremiah, the three He- 
brew children and Daniel! How 
could one who contradicts herself 
like this be a prophet of God? 


I am very distressed to find that 
Mrs. White teaches that Satan is 
going to have his home on earth 
during the thousand years. The 
Word of God clearly states that 
this will be the place where the 
throne of David is set up and Jes- 
us Christ, the heir to David's 
throne, will rule and reign upon 
this earth. To teach otherwise is 
to contradict at least one-fifth of 
the Old Testament and a good 
portion of the New Testament as 
well. Her entire basis for saying 
this is a twisting of Genesis 1:2. 
On page 658 she says, in a foot- 
note, that “the word here trans- 
lated ‘deep’ is the same that in 
Revelation 20:1-3 is rendered ‘bot- 
tomless pit.’” Yet any thinking 
man or woman knows that this 
could not possibly be the same 
word since the word “deep” in 
Genesis 1:2 is a Hebrew word and 
the word “bottomless pit’ in Rev- 
elation 20 is a Greek word. I can- 
not see how her statement here 
could be anything but a deliberate 
falsehood to bolster an unproven 
theory she dreamed up. 


Another absurd, ridiculous, fan- 
ciful teaching of Mrs. White’s is 
that the unconverted dead _ will 
start a war against God when they 
are resurrected. The battle of God 
and Magog in Revelation 20 has 
nothing to do with the resurrected 
dead, and only a deliberate per- 
version of Scripture could force 
such a thought into its text. 
Equally absurd is the teaching as 
found on page 664, “By command 
of Jesus, the gates of the New 
Jerusalem are closed, and the ar- 
mies of Satan surround the city 
and make ready for the onset.” 
I challenge any living man to pro- 
duce an iota of Scripture to sub- 
stantiate such a foolish philo- 
sophy! 

Just as foolish is the teaching 
of annihilation. I suggest that you 
read Revelation 14:11 and find out 
how long the wicked will have to 
suffer. Her statement on page 674, 
“No eternally burning hell will 
keep before the ransomed the fear- 
ful consequences of sin,” should be 
studied in the light of Mark 9:43- 
48; Jude 7; Matthew 18:8; Matt- 
hew 25:41; and other Scriptures 
which speak of eternal fire and 
punishment, I had rather believe 
the Lord Jesus Christ than Mrs. 
Ellen G. White! 

There are a host of other errors 
that I noted in the reading of the 
chapters you suggested, but I do 
not have time to discuss them with 
you. I suggest you carefully con- 
sider the gross errors I have point- 
ed out and then read carefully the 
booklet I am sending you.

‘Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
Education will not save America 
any more than it saved Germany 
from World War I. We need an 
old-time preaching crusade on sin, 
judgment, Hell, the necessity of 
repentance, and then the exalta- 
tion of the Lord Jesus Christ as 
the world’s only Saviour if men 
are to be born again and live right 
on earth and go to Heaven when 
they die. 

The cure for juvenile crime is 
a hickory stick at home and old- 
time, Hell-fire damnation preach- 
ing in the pulpit. A careful study 
of juvenile delinquency will show 
that when old-time preaching 
against sin and preaching on the 
subject of judgment and _ Hell 
went out of the pulpit and the 
modern philosophy with a strong 
emphasis on self-expression rather 
than self-restraint came into the 
home, we began to have juvenile 
delinquency.

Jesus told the disciples 
that after they got a person saved, 
they were to instruct him to do 
exactly as they did—or to be a 
soul winner just like the original

disciples. In a real sense, this 
commandment, then, has come 
down to us from generation to 
generation since it was originally 
given, and applies to every Chris- 
tian today. 

In II Corinthians 5:17-20 this 
fact is borne out. Verse 17 says, 
“Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature.” Not 
every saved person immediately 
bears all the marks of the new 
life and loses all the ways of the 
fleshly, sinful nature, but to every- 
one who accepts Christ as Saviour, 
God gives a new heart or a new 
nature. The next verse goes on 
to show that any man in Christ, 
in addition to having a new na- 
ture, has a new job, for it Says 
that God “. . . hath given to us 
the ministry of reconciliation.” 
Each Christian is to have as his 
job or “ministry” bringing men 
to Christ and through Him recon- 
ciling them to God. Verse 20 goes 


on to show that “we are ambas- 
sadors for Christ.” and that we 
actually stand in God's place 


pleading with sinners to come to 
God through Christ. Could any- 
thing be clearer than this argu- 
ment that “if any man be in 
Christ,” he not only becomes a 
new creature, but he also is to be 
a minister of reconciliation and 
an ambassador for Christ—in oth- 
er words, a soul winner! If Christ 
has authority to give us orders, 
and here we have His plain com- 
mand to be a fisher of men or a 
soul winner, then not to be earn- 
estly engaged in soul winning is to 
be in rebellion and disobedience to 


'Him, Any soldier who in wartime 


would flagrantly disobey the or- 
ders of his superior officer as 
twentieth-century Christians dis- 
obey Jesus’ command to be soul 
winners would be court-martialed 
and shot for insubordination. God 
help us to see and obey this plain

2. We Have to BECOME 
Fishers of Men 


Strangely enough, although Je- 
Sus’ command to become a fisher 
of men is the most important thing 
a Christian has to do, it is the 
hardest thing to get done in our 
churches today. A few years ago, 
Dr. D. A. (Scotchie) McCall, who 
was for many years executive sec- 
retary of the Mississippi South- 
ern Baptist Convention, teld me 
that the hardest part of his work 
was to get Christians. stirred up 
for soul winning. He sadly re- 
lated that it was many times 
easier to get people to raise money 
for a new Baptist hospital, or for 
a new dormitory buiiding at a

Many 
women who will work for days on

Soul winning is hard work and 
does not come easy for most peo- 
ple. Satan is more concerned to 
keep Christians from soul winning 
than from anything else, and he 
puts a variety of obstacles in the 
way. Then, too, reaching the lost

3. Jesus Was Calling to a 
Lifetime of Soul Winning 


When the Lord Jesus called 
these four disciples to follow Him 
and become fishers of men, He was 
giving a call for a lifetime job— 
not simply for a two-week re- 
vival. In Luke 5:10 He said, 
“From henceforth thou _ shalt 
catch men.” This was to be a 
main business of their lives from 
then on. Even so today Christ 
expects each Christian to put soul- 
winning as the most important 
part of his life. It should occupy 
first place in our attention and 
thinking. 

One of my best friends is a top- 
notch salesman for a correspond- 
ence school. George is a deacon 
in the church which I helped start 
and then pastored for several 
years near Wheaton. Although he 
is one of the best salesman the 
school has, he is primarily a soul 
winner, and takes every opportuni- 
ty he can to win men and women 
to Jesus Christ. His usual sales 
talk to prospective students goes 
something like this: “In order 
for a person to be truly happy, 
he must first of all be at peace 
with God through Jesus Christ, 
then he must have a happy home 
life, and third, he must be satis- 
fied in his work.”’ From there on, 
George tells how correspondence 
training can help to bring a person 
a better job. But in an amazing 
number of cases, the men and 
women he reaches are basically 
unhappy in their home lives or 
they know they are lost and need 
to be saved. Hardly a week goes 
by without someone being saved 
through these contacts, 


Not long ago George told me of 
the very wonderful conversion of a 
man and wife in his work. Back 
in 1951 George contacted a man 
in Dekalb, Illinois, about lessons. 
In the conversation that evening, 
he dealt with the man and his 
wife about Christ. Although they 
were interested in salvation, they 
weren't quite ready to surrender 
that night. Before George left, 
the young man told George of a 
friend at work whom he thought 
would be also interested in the 
correspondence courses. When 
George went to see the second 
man a few days later, he and his 
wife were both saved. Five years 
passed, and one day George re- 
ceived an urgent call from the 
first man to come and talk with 
him about being saved. Although 
it was midnight before George 
could get there, he found both 
the’man and his wife waiting for 
him on the front porch of their 
home. The man quickly related 
how that friend whom George had 
won to Christ had been witnessing 
to him daily about the joy of being 
a Christian and how, two days be- 
fore, the friend was electrocuted 
on the high tension lines where 
they both worked. The man went 
on to say that all the while he 
climbed the pole and pulled his 
friend’s body off the wires he kept 
thinking to himself, “What if I 
had been killed, rather than my 
buddy? Where would I be now? 
He was saved and I am not.” 
(Juickly George was able to reach 
this young man and his wife for 
Christ that night and see them 
happily saved. George has hun- 
dreds of opportunities like that 
all the time because soul winning 
is his main business—his lifetime 
work, and selling correspondence 
courses gives him his contacts. 

Sometimes fishing for men re- 
quires renewing of your vow to 
God. Peter left his fishing boat 
and set out to follow Jesus, but 
after he sinned and denied Christ 
with oaths and- curses, he went 
back to his nets. But Jesus found 
him and sent him out again to 
fish for men. And it was Peter 
who preached on the day of Pente- 
cost and 3,000 were saved. You 
may have tried and failed, but 
God has another chance for you 
to be a soul winner. 


4, There Is an Abundance of 
Fish and the Lord Will 
Help to Find Them 

One of the best things about 
being a fisher of men is that one 
can always find some fish. I am 


| 


not much of a , 
someway the fish always seem 
to take a vacation when I try 
to catch them. I can use minnows 
from the same bait bucket that 
another man used to catch a 
whopper, and I get nary 4 nibble. 
But, bless God, when you fish for 
men, you are guaranteed results. 
In John 21, Jesus stood on the 
shore of the sea of Tiberias and 
called to His four disciples who 
had fished all night and caught 
nothing, “Children, have ye any 
meat?” When they replied, “No,” 
Jesus said, “Cast the net on the 
right side of the ship, and ye shall 
find.” Now Jesus was talking to 
good professional fishermen. They 
had undoubtedly -fished on the 
right side of the boat and on the 
left side, as well as the front and 
back of the boat, and had probably 
rowed all over the lake with no 
success. But at Jesus’ command, 
they cast on the right side and 
caught a whole netful of fish. 


How good to know that in fish- 
ing for men the Lord knows where 
the fish—in this case, lost men 
and women—are! In Psalm 126:6, 
God promises, “He that goeth 
forth and weepeth, bearing pre- 
cious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” I like to have 
suecess when I work, and in soul 
winning there are always those 
who need to be saved. God has 
promised that if we obey the com- 
mand and meet the conditions He 
guarantees results. 


All over the world and every- 
where about us there are those 
with broken hearts who are dis- 
satisfied without Christ, Part of 
the trouble with most Christians 
today is that we have beer saved 
so long we forget the desperation 
of a soul without salvation. We 
have someway imagined that those 
who are lost are happy, when 
God's Word and the testimony of 
many unsaved people tells us oth- 
erwise. We read, “The wicked are 
like the troubled sea, when it can- 
not rest, whose waters cast up 
mire and dirt, There is no peace, 
saith my God, to the wicked” (Isa. 
57:20, 21). Job 5:7 tells us, “Yet 
man is born unto trouble, as the 
sparks fly upward.” And in Job 
14:1 we find, “Man that is born 
of a woman is of few days, and full 
of trouble.” ’ 


I get tired of hearing .people 
say that it is hard to find people 
to be saved, for all around us are 
men and women who are not hap- 
py and who need Christ to bring 
peace. 


A Christian doctor in Pennsyl- 
vania became burdened about soul- 
winning one night during a re- 
vival. The next morning he asked 
the Lord to show him someone 
who needed the Lord. That after- 
noon he was called to help an 82- 
year-old woman with heart trou- 
ble. The doctor knew she couldn't 
live long, and asked if she were 
saved. When he found she was 
not, he talked with her about her 
soul, and then called me in to help 
win her to Christ the next day. 
How thrilled he was when she was 
saved. The opportunities had been 
there before, but he hadn’t been 
looking for them. 


With tears running down his 
cheeks, a friend of mine told how 
when he and his wife were first 
married they realized that they 
needed something to bring peace. 
While Bill went overseas in the 
army, his wife stayed alone and 
longed for someone to tell her 
how to be saved. It wasn’t until 
Bill returned from the _ service 
that someone finally told him then 
how. to trust Christ and be saved. 


Today there are people all about 
you who are basically dissatisfied, 
disillusioned with life, and sick 
of their sin, whom you could find 
and win to Christ if you simply 
asked Him to help you find them. 
Some have had a death in the fam- 
ily and are desperately lonely. 
Others have had failure and de- 
feat in their lives and long for the 
peace and satisfaction that only 
Jesus Christ can bring. The Lord 
will help you find and win them. 


». To Become a Fisher of Men 
Means Leaving Some Things 

In. Mark 1:18 we find that 
when Jesus called Peter and An- 
drew, “straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed him.” For 
these two professional fishermen, 
their nets represented their busi- 
ness which they had to leave to 
be soul winners. And in some 


fisherman and, 


sense, if you are to become a soul 
winner,. you will have to “leave 
your nets.” For some who read 
this message it may mean that 
God wants you to leave your busi- 
ness and get into full-time soul- 
winning work. At the very least 
it means, for every Christian, put- 
ting a love for souls ahead of your 
business, your job at the factory, 
your law practice, your house- 
keeping. 

A personal friend, Ed McCully, 
was the president of my senior 
class at college. He was an un- 
usual orator and took high honors 
for his speaking ability. After he 
finished college, Ed went on to 
Marquette University to complete 
his work for law. Undoubtedly he 


had a brilliant future as a lawyer.. 


His personality, persuasive speak- 
ing ability, keen logic, and train- 
ing practically guaranteed suc- 
cess. But just before his final 
year at law school, Ed felt called 
of God to go to the foreign mission 
field and reach savage Indians for 
Christ. Some felt that he was 
throwing his future away, but Ed 
believed that obeying the Lord 
Jesus and winning souls to Christ 
was more important than a bril- 
liant professional career. Ed was 
one of the five young men who 
died at the hands of the savage 
Auca Indians in Ecuador last Jan- 
uary, 


How well I remember the eve- 
ning in the study of my pastor in 
Seattle when I gave up my own 
plans for a career in electronics 
engineering and surrendered to 
God’s call to preach. Many times 
the trials and problems are great, 
but I have never been sorry for 
my decision to leave my future 
business and set out to win souls. 

At the very least, God wants 
you to put the love for your busi- 
ness second to your love for reach- 
ing those outside of Christ. It may 
well be that you ought to leave 
your other work completely and 
devote your whole life to~ soul 
winning. 

In Mark 1:20 we read that 
James and John “left their father 
Zebedee in the ship with the hired 
servants, and went after him.” 
For these two, it meant leaving 
their family to be a soul winner, 
It isn’t recorded in Scripture, but 


I can almost hear Zebedee calling 


after the boys, ‘Hey, fellows! 
Come back here! You can’t leave 
your old dad. I planned for you 
boys to take over the fishing busi- 
ness. See that sign over the fishing 
shed which reads, “Zebedee and 


Sons, Fishermen”? Boys, you just 


can't do this to me.’ 


But I imagine John called back, 
‘I'm sorry, dad, but Jesus called 
us to be soul winners and we have 
to follow Him.’ And they trudged 
off after the Lord. 


And in some real sense, if you 
are to be a soul winner you. will 


have to leave some family ties to: 


follow Jesus. He said in Luke 
14:26, “If any man come to me, 
and hate not his father, and moth- 
er, and wife, and children, and 
brethren, and sisters, yea, and his 
own life also, he cannot be my 
disciple.”’ No one is fit to be a soul 


winner who doesn’t love Christ 


above family.

in a girl who was also a mission- 
ary candidate. 


It wasn’t until after Jim and 
Betty had both found their place 
of service in Ecuador and saw that 
they could be together and carry 
on their soul winning, that they 
married. When an opportunity to 
contact an unreached tribe of In- 
dians opened up, Jim and four 
other men kissed their wives and 
children good-by and set out to 
reach these Indians for Christ, 
knowing full well that they might 
never come back. And that parting

You will 
never be much of a soul winner if 
you are not willing to sacrifice

To be a soul winner means leav- 
ing your sins, too. No one can win 
souls the way he wants, and have 
hidden sins in his life..

Peter knew that his sin of denying 
the Lord kept him from fishing 
for men, and we read in John 21 
how he went back to his fishing 
boat and nets. But the Lord for- 
gave his sin after his repentance 
and sent Peter again to win souls. 
It wasn’t until he got his sin

Ferre rejects a sinless Saviour, 
saying, “Sinlessness is a bloodless 
category, making an aenemic sav- 
iour.” (The Christian Understand- 
ing of God, p. 201) Again, he says, 
“We have no way of knowing, 
even, that Jesus was sinless, but 


such a claim is irrelevant to the 


reality of the incarnation” (Pp. 
206). He says that Jesus answered 
“the foreigner with unnecessary 
sharpness” (p. 187); had “moods 
of undue and exaggerated joy in 
206). He says that Jesus answered 
history, and of impatience” (p. 
187); He was “almost neurotically 
self-concerned and invidious of 
others as thieves and robbers” (p. 
188); and “bitterly” He seemed to 
have warned His disciples (p. 188). 
He “seems hard rather than under- 
standing in his relations with the 
Pharisees” (p. 188). Since Ferre 
would have no difficulty in ac- 
cepting an immoral incarnation, he 
sees no reason why a sinning Je- 
sus cannot be a saviour, for liber- 
alism operates in the twilight of 
ethics and sees no contradiction 
between the unethical presuppo- 
sitions of its theology and the holi- 
ness of God. Having never seen 
the Lord of hosts high and lifted 
up (Isa, 6), the liberal has never 
seen his own sinfulness in the 
light of God’s holiness. 


4. Liberalism, Rejecting the 
Biblical Teaching of the 
Atonement by Which a 
Holy and Just God Can 
Justify the Sinner and 
Still Be Just (Rom. 3), 
Offers a Nonethical 
Atonement 


The biblical doctrine of the 
atonement which carefully guards 
the holiness of God and yet ex- 
presses the forgiving love of God, 
is rejected by liberals. Their God 
is not a holy God as much as He 
is a loving God, and holiness is 
readily sacrificed for love, a dan- 
gerous thing to do. Their God does 
not incarnate Himself in man in 
a holy manner or in a holy man, 
and therefore does not require a 
holy sacrifice, neither does His 
holiness have to be unimpaired. 
The liberal’s “God” is not too sen- 
sitive to sin, and this is reflected 
in the ideas of his worshipers.

blood” (Rom. 3:25). Liberalism 
does not believe that the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin” (I John 1:9). Liberal- 
ism does not believe in Him” who 
his own self bare our sins in his 
own body on the tree” (I Pet. 
2:24). Liberalism rejects the bibli- 
eal teaching that “He hath made 
Him [Christ] to be sin for us, 
who knew no sin: that we might 
be made the righteousness of God 
in him” (II Cor. 5:21). Ferre 
(see the Sun and the Umbrella) 
will have none of these funda- 
mental truths. George A, Buttrick, 
Presbyterian liberal, takes an even 
more violent attitude, saying, “If 
God dealt with Him as if He were 
a sinner and the greatest sinner, 
then we must say of God (as a 
cynical Frenchman did say of the 
God of these penal theologies): 
‘Your God is my devil’ ” (Great 
Themes of the Christian Faith, p. 
18). 


So liberalism rejects the scrip- 
tural doctrine of the atonement 
with its ethical basis and ethical 
content, and substitutes a nonethi- 
eal view of the atonement which 
does not take into full account 
the holiness of God. If its “sav- 
iour”’ is a sinner, it can occupy no 
other position; but the biblical 
Saviour was sinless, a holy sacri- 
fice. In the liberal view of the 
atonement there is no holy sacri- 
fice, no holy atonement, for liber- 
alism ignores the significance of 
the holiness of God. 


5. Liberalism Presents an 
Unethical Church 


Liberals are almost unanimous 
in saying that the early church 
either “doctored” the sacred writ- 
ings to conform to their views, or 
were incredibly careless in hand- 
ling and transmitting them, a 
view for which there is no proof. 

Many liberals believe that the 
story of the virgin birth was taken 
over from pagan sources and add- 
ed to the Gospel (Fosdick), to 
account for the greatness of Je- 
sus. Georgia Harkness (Under- 
standing the Christian Faith, p. 
76) suggests that the story of the 
virgin birth is “part of the tradi- 
tion that developed after the early 
Christians had for other reasons 
become conscious of His divinity.” 
In spite of the fact that there is 
no proof of this, it is widely held 
by liberals. John W. Bowman 
(The Intention of Jesus, pp. 183, 
184), a Presbyterian writer, says, 
“It was the church that added 
these mundane ttaditions to its 
Gospels.” E. C. Colwell (An Ap- 
proach to the Teachings of Jesus’ 
p. 39) says, “The followers of Je- 
sus omitted, modified, and added 
to the teachings of the Master.” 
FE’. C. Grant (An Introduction to 
New Testament Thought, p. 94) 
says of the Gospel of John: 


“The book is not a_ historical 
record of the life and teachings 
of Jesus, but a dramatization of 
the meaning Christ had come to 
have for the church at the end 
of the first or the beginning of 
the second century . Mat- 
thew is a strongly colored docu- 
ment” (p. 95). 

The early church, according to 
the liberals, seemed to have few 
scruples: about either altering the 
text, or were incredibly careless in 
permitting tradition to corrupt 
the text, or handling the text 
So carelessly that its authenticity 
was almost destroyed. The facts 
are: there is no evidence what- 
ever for these liberal specu- 
lations. Such a careless and un- 
scrupulous church could not 
have turned the world upside 
down, for such a church would 
rot have the integrity or the 
spiritual power to overturn pagan- 
ism. Liberalism offers to this sin- 
ful world an unethical church 
sgh ten careless or unscrupulous 
in its stewardshi 
ae p of the sacred 

Liberalism, without biblica] war- 
rant, offers our present age, a 
worldly semi-apostate church, clad 
in leprous garments and living in 
spiritual adultery with the world 
as a “holy church,” the “body of 
Christ.” Liberalism, abandoning 
the doctrine of the external sanc- 
tity of the church, offers its 
church as a holy institution, re- 
gardless of the character of its 
members. Ralph W. Sockman 
(How to Believe, p. 153) says 
“The church is holy not because 


of the goodness of her members 


(Continued on page 9) 
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but because of the godliness of 
her begettings. She is the Body 
of Christ.” Here the _ unholy 
church of our day is given an 
artificial holiness, a theological 
fiction, and elevated to the ex- 
alted position of the “Body of 
Christ,” a view closely akin to the 
doctrine of Rome, that a church is 
a holy church regardless of its 
corruption. Liberalism offers a 
church unethical in its beginnings, 
unethical in the character of the 
majority of its members, but 
dressed in the garments of a fic- 
tional holiness. 


6. Liberalism, in Keeping With 
the Questionable Ethics of 


Its Theology, Uses Un- 
ethical Methods to Propa- 
gate Itself 


H. C. Phillips, a liberal writer, 
says, “Truthfulness is the corres- 
pondence between our words and 
our thoughts.” This is true, but 
liberals consistently and persis- 
tently violate this principle in 
propagating their views. 

(a) The use of dishonest exege- 
sis of the Scriptures, Due to na- 
tural difficulties there will always 
be honest differences in interpre- 
tation, but when these differences 
go beyond reasonable bounds and 
impose alien meanings on plain 
statements in Holy Writ, it be- 
comes dishonest. Paul warns 
against those who handle the Word 
of God “deceitfully” (II Cor. 4:2). 
Shakespeare reminds us that the 
Devil can quote Scripture for his 
purpose. Luther quotes Ephesians 
4:14 and remarks, “Sleight is 
originally dice-playing and here 
means just this, that they use the 
words of God like dice, find no 
certainty in them, but make them 
serve all manners of varying opin- 
ions.” 

Many liberal writers have ac- 
knowledged that men bring to the 
Scriptures certain ‘“presupposi- 
tions” into which they force the 
Scriptures to fit, thus dishonestly 
warping the plain meaning of the 
biblical writers. If they handled 
the words of present-day writers 
in such a way they would be justly 
held in contempt. The same liber- 
als, who continually charge the 
evangelical with taking quotations 
out of their setting and imposing 
upon them meanings never intend- 


guilty of that very thing in their 
exegesis of Holy Writ. 

Holmes Rolston (Consider Paul, 
p. 53) shows how men with certain 
basic assumptions foreign to the 
Scriptures endeavored to find a 
Christ who would be acceptable to 
modern thought. “The basic as- 
sumption of the quest for the 
historical Jesus in modern theolo- 
gy was the conviction that Paul 
had changed the Jesus of history 
into the Christ of faith and that 
if it were possible to go back 
behind the Christ of Paul to the 
real Jesus, we would find there a 
figure who would not be offensive 
to modern thought.” Using this 
basic assumption as a starting 
point liberal exegetes made the 
Scriptures a shambles, recklessly 
imposing upon them the most 
incredible meanings. Charles E. 
Jefferson (Things Fundamental, p. 
161), discussing the same problem, 
said, “If he cuts the portrait of 
Christ, his action is not warranted 
by any external evidence whatso- 
ever, but is prompted by certain 
presuppositions existing in his own 
mind. These presuppositions may 
be whims, or they may be pre- 
judices, or the¥®may be hypothe- 
ses, or they may be the product 
of hig own mental constitution 
wrought upon by the spirit of the 
age.” Liberal theology made heavy 
contributions to the “assassination 
of sanity” which they deplore in 
neo-orthodoxy. 


(b) The use of dishonest termin- 
ology. Paul exhorts Timothy: 
“Hold fast the form of sound 
words” (II Tim. 1:13). Paul wrote 
to Timothy: “In all things shew- 
ing thyself a pattern of good 
works: in doctrine shewing uncor- 
ruptness, gravity, sincerity, sound 
speech, that cannot be condemned; 
that he that is of the contrary part 
may be ashamed, haying no evil 
thing to say of you” (Titus 2:8). 
Arnold Lunn (The Revolt Against 
Reason, p. 3) quotes Trench as 
saying, “The success and enduring 
influence of any systematic con- 
struction of truth depends as much 
on an exact terminology as upon 
close and deep thinking itself.” 


The importance of sound words 
and correct ~terminology was 
known to Paul and was widely held 
by scholars in general until the ad- 
vent of liberal theology which, in 
order to successfully penetrate the 


honest and deceptive words to de- 
ceive the credulous and trusting, 
and neo-orthodoxy has completed 
the process by glorifying irration- 
alism as “faith.” James S. Stewart 
(A Faith to Proclaim, p. 32) 
quotes an author as saying that 
certain types of religious interpre- 
ters are “sinning against the 
meaning of words.” Arnold Lunn 


(The Revolt Against Reason), ob- 
serves, “It is true that the suc- 
cess and enduring influence of a 
systematic construction of false- 
hood depends very largely on in- 
exact terminology.” The liberals 
boasting loud and long _ about 
their intellectualism and _  speak- 
ing often of the “obscurant- 
ism” of the evangelicals, disre- 
gard and even despise the funda- 
mentals of sound scholarship, the 
exact and honest use of words. 
Liberalism, using these unscrupu- 
lous methods, penetrated the de- 
fenses of orthodoxy and entrench- 
ed themselves in educational and | 
ecclesiastical institutions and con- | 
tinue to use words deceptively to | 
defend their positions, The liberals 
have a sad record for dishonesty 
in the use of words. They paved 
the way for the more radical forms 
of irrationalism which character- 
ized neo-orthodoxy, | 


(c) Liberals use the double 
standard in truth. The liberal John 
C. Bennett (Christianity and Our 
World, *pp. 24, 25) says truly, 
“There is nothing more necessary 
in our kind of world than that 
we be able to trust each other, 
that there be real correspondence 
between what we say and what we 
think, between what we say and 
what we do. It is even difficult 
to live with ourselves if we are 
conscious of a lie in our souls. . 
.. He protests against “‘the policy 
of manufacturing shams by means 
of propaganda which is thought to 
be in the interest of the group.” 
Liberalism, however, has con- 
stantly disregarded these words. 


William Pepperell Montague, 
Professor of Philosophy, Columbia 
University (Liberal Theology, edi- 
ted by David E. Roberts and H. P.

Then she gasped out, “I have 
killed a man. It was fourteen 
years ago, across the Atlantic 
Ocean, in the Old Country, in 
the darkness of a forest, I drove 
a dagger into a man’s throat, and 
dropped the dagger and ran away. 
He was found in the forest with 
the dagger by his side. Nobody 
Suspected me, but everybody 
thought he had committed suicide.

But 
I have never done a thing like 
that. That may be, but you have

But you say, “My conscience 
does not trouble me.’ That may 
be, for it is a well-known psy- 
chological fact that conscience 
some times sleeps; but conscience 
never dies. The day is coming 


when that sleeping conscience of 
yours wil] awaken, and your con- 
science will point at you the fing- 
er of accusation, and woe be to 
the man whose conscience wakes 
up, who has no hiding place from 
his own conscience, 

In the city of Toronto years ago 
there was a young girl who had 
drifted there from the country. 
She had heard of the gaieties of 
that place, and had left her home 
and come there for a life of plea- 
sure, going to theatres and dances 
and amusements of that sort, and 
like many another that goes to 
the great city with the same ob- 
ject, she was caught in the mael- 
storm of the city’s sin and had 
gone down, down, down into a life 
of shame.

IV. A Hiding Place Needed 
From the Wrath to Come 


In the fourth place, we need a 
hiding place from the wrath to 
come. There are a great many peo- 
ple who do not believe that there 
is a “wrath to come.” I do. Why? 
Again, because the Old Book says 
so. The Old Book says, as I show- 
ed you last night, that “God has 
appointed a day in which he will 
judge the world in righteousness,” 
and God has given assurance of 
this by raising Jesus Christ from 
the dead.

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Billy Graham 
Reviewed 


BILLY GRAHAM, THE PER- 
SONAL STORY OF THE MAN, 
HIS MESSAGE, AND HIS 
MISSION, by Stanley High. 
McGraw-Hill Book Co., Inc., 
New York, 275 pages, $3.95. 
That Billy Graham’s ministry 

has made a tremendous impres- 

sion on the world in general and 
that the simple gospel message 
is still “the power of God unto 
salvation” is strongly impressed 
upon the reader of this new vol- 
ume, The author is a senior edit- 
or of Reader’s Digest, and it is 
quite evident that he is sympa- 
thetic with Billy, considering him 
in the line of such great evan- 
gelists as Wesley, Whitefield, Ed- 
wards and Moody. The book is 
not exactly a biography but rath- 
er a series of sketches which in 
their course trace Graham’s his- 
tory and attempt to show, so to 
speak, what “makes him tick.” 

Readable throughout, High’s var- 

ious comments about the noted 

evangelist vary all the way from 

‘the adulatory to the slightly de- 

rogatory, with the former con- 

siderably predominating. 
It is regrettable that from time 


which seem to us to be misrep- 
resentations. For example, it is 
said that Billy is “not a word by 
word literalist’ with regard to 
the Bible, that his preaching is 
“not, essentially, doctrinal preach* 
ing,” that in the course of his 
ministry there has been “consid- 
erable change in his literalism” in 
interpreting the Bible, and _ that 
his wife has a “touch of worldli- 
ness.” Occasional comments by 
the author appear to reveal an 
inadequate understanding of evan- 
gelical truth: Erasmus and St. 
Francis are termed “great Chris- 
tian evangelists”; it is suggested 
that Reinhold Niebuhr and Gra- 
ham are “evangelists of the same 
revival” and Niebuhr is said else- 
where to have contributed “dy- 
namic apologetics” to Protestant- 
ism; space is spent attempting to 
prove Billy’s view of sin to be de- 
fective, and the “social gospel,” 
though criticized, is nevertheless 
credited with important contri- 
butions to Christianity. 


We believe that High is alto- 
gether mistaken when he says 
that Moody’s “early preaching 
portrayed ‘a vengeful deity,’ but 
(his) later, more fruitful emphasis 
was ‘wholly upon a God of love.’ ”’ 
The statement in another place 
that Wesley and Moody would 
not have felt “at home” in the 
southern United States seems odd. 
Wesley’s early labors were in 
Georgia and Mr. Moody frequent- 
ly preached with effectiveness in 
the South. To quote the apostle 
Paul (Phil. 4:11) and then to say 
“Wesley made no such sorry bones 
about it” seems to us to be a 
definite slur both on the Scrip- 
ture and on the character of the 
apostle. 


Possibly the most unpardonable 
item in the whole book is the very 
Slighting reference made to a 
highly respected evangelical! col- 
lege in the South.* We feel the 
author has gone far beyond the 
bounds of good taste in the way he 
characterizes this school. On the 
other side of the ledger, the most 
gripping part of the book, at teast 
to the present reviewer, is the 
section containing statements of 
English converts of the Graham 
meetings, obtained by High in 
personal interviews a year after 
these people first met the Lord.
